FOOD FOR THE FAMILY 


If one desires a good fruit cake 
which may be kept for months to be 
at hand for any emer­ 
gency try this: 
Take o le pound each 
of 
butter, 
light 
brown 
sugar, 
sultana 
raisins, 
s e e d e d 
raisins, 
two 
pounds of currants, one 
pound 
each 
of 
citron, 
blanched and sliced al­ 
monds, 
one 
pound 
of 
___________ candied 
pineapple, 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
mo­ 
lasses, the grated rind and juice of 
an orange 
and one cupful of grape 
juice, ten large eggs, one pound of 
dour, one teaspoonful of salt, one tea­ 
spoonful of soda, two teaspoonfuls of 
mace, one teaspoonful of nutmeg, one 
teaspoonful of allspice, two teaspoon­ 
fuls of cinnamon, one-half teaspoon­ 
ful of cloves aud one pound of can­ 
died cherries. 
First prepare the fruit, cutting the 
citron and pineapple into sin; ll pieces. 
Leave the cherries whole. 
Wash and 
dry the currants. 
Do tills 
several 
(lays before the cake is to be made 
so that they will be thoroughly dry. 
Blanch and slice the almon Is. 
P re­ 
pare the seeded raisins by. pouring 
boiling w ater over them and allow­ 
ing them to drain. 
T ear into small 
pieces or cut with scissors. 
Clean 
the currants by placing them in a col­ 
ander, sifting well with flour and rub­ 
bing it carefully in. 
Then rinse in 
pan of cold w ater until the w ater 
comes clear. 
Dry them in a cool oven 
or in the sun. 
There will he small 
stones to remove. 
Prepare the cake 
as usual. 
Line a cake pan with three 
thicknesses of paper, cut to tit the 
bottom and sides. 
Grease the paper 
with unsalted fat and till the pans. 
Let stand two hours before baking.

It is better to steam 
it five hours and hake one hour.

It to see if sufficiently baked by press­ 
ing with the finger, lf it goes hack into 
place the baking is completed.

honored with a statu e that adorns 
the terrace of the old United States 
custom house in Chestnut street, be­ 


low Fifth, in Philadelphia. 
It was 
Morris who traveled around Philadel­ 
phia, defying a swirling snowstorm 
and Inducing financiers of his time to 
subscribe to a fund in the aid of the 
new government. 
Morris was a delegate to the Conti­ 
nental congress, and was one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. 
W hen the test came he 
placed his Immense wealth at the dis­ 
posal of his country, pledging his cred­ 
it to the am ount of f 1,400,000. When 
the w ar was over, Morris dabbled un­ 


successfully in speculation in an effort 
to recoup Ins lost fortune, and went 
to jail for his debts.

Algae are able to build up organic 
m atter, especially sugars, because they 
possess green clorophyl and can utilize 
the radiant energy of the sun.

T he bombardier iieetle is a very curi­ 
ous insect. 
It is generally found in 
very dry locations, under stones upon 
the sides of hills. Generally quite a 
number of them are found together. 
, Picture a yeilowtsh-red beetle, wdth 
a bluish frock coat, which his wlng- 
covers resemble, and possessed of a 
short, 
narrow 
head, 
a heartshaped 
prothorax, and a long abdomen, three 
times the size of the rest of his body, 
and you have some idea of w hat it 
looks Uke. 
But It is not Its odd shape w’hlch 
m akes It an object of interest 
and 
curiosity. It is a fiuid which the little 
creature eau retain or expel at pleas­ 
ure.

insect is called the bombardier beetle. 
It Is Interesting to see what hap­ 
pens when tills bombardier beetle is 
chased by a ground beetle, one of its 
enemies. 
The bombardier never lo.ses 
bls head for a second. 
When pur­ 
sued It aw aits an oiiportiine monusnt. 
Then it pours a heavy discharge of 
fiuid into the verv face of the enemy. 
Baffled, alarmed, the ground beetle de-- 
sists from the attack, and backs slow’- 
ly away from the tiny blue smoke. 
The bomba nlier, in the confusion w’hich 
follows, escapes to some iilace of se­ 
curity for rest and protection. 
Not only is the insect capable of 
repelling larger beetles, but its fluid Is 
also powerful enough to discolor the 
human skin. Should the fluid get un­ 
der the eyelids the pain and irritation 
produced are very (fistressing. 
The hoiiihardier has learned by ex­ 
perience, doubtless, to be economical 
In the use of his resources. The whole

Limestone in Com Belt 


By H. J. SNYDER 


The fertile farm lands of the Illi­ 
nois corn belt are gradtially becoming 
exhauste<l of their fertility, and one 
of the outstandiii'j signs of tills »-x- 
haustlon is tile almost general i»rev- 
alence of sour soil on the cultivated 
farm lands. It is l>ecoining more dif­ 
ficult to grow clovers on these lands, 
and on a large part of the corn belt 
farm s alfalfa and sweet clover cannot 
be successfully grown without first 
treating the land with limestone and 
such treatm ent as this has proven to 
be very profitable. 
On the Joliet Experiment field alfal­ 
fa WRS grown for four years both on 
limed and unllmed land. During the 
four years the limed land produced 
three tons per acre more alfalfa hay 
than did the unllmed land. The cost 
of lime and the labor cost for haul­ 
ing and spreading amounted to about 
?2.00 per acre per year or $8.00 tor 
the four years. 
The three tons In- 
crea.se In alfalfa w’as easily worth 
145.00, so tliat the profit from the nae 


of limestone in this case was quite 
substantial. 
nn the Mf. Morris Exiieriment field 
limestone is used to grow sweet clover 
and tlien tills green sweet clover Is 
plowed down as a green m anure crop. 
This treatm ent consisting 
of 
lime, 
.sweet clover has very materially In­ 
creased croj) yields on this laml. D ur­ 
ing the past four years the average 
gain in crop yields per acre has l»een 
as follows: Torn 12 bushels per acre, 
oats ll bushels per acre. red clover 
hay 620 pounds per acre, and wheat 
6^4 bushels per acre. On this rather 
fertile 
corn 
belt 
soil 
limestone 
in 
combination with sweet clover is a 
paying 
proposition.

grown without limestone.

the railway employees, looking toward 
satisfactory agreements between the 
railways and the employees, sanction 
of the vote of the employees to with­ 
draw from employment of the road on 
July I will be unavoidable.” 
It was pointed out by executives of 
the unions, representing approxim ate­ 
ly I,OOO,(XX) employees, that although 
the strike ballots as sent out call for 
the strike order to issue on July I, 
the date on which new orders of the 
United States railway labor board be­ 
come effective, technicalities in put­ 
ting the order into effect would con­ 
sume approximately two weeks and 
that the strike really will not become 
effective until July 15. 
The ultimatum was drafted at a ses­ 
sion of the union executives. 
Follow­ 
ing its dispatch they called attention 
to the fact that any action by tile 
railway executives would of necessity 
delay the actual w’alkout. 


Difficulties Are Reviewed. 
In Its text Mr. Jewell’s message re­ 
viewed the difficulties that have arisen 
between the railways and their em­ 
ployees since the passage of the na­ 
tional transportation act, culminating, 
as they have, in the issue of the strike 
ballots, and the overwhelming m ajori­ 
ties being turned in by all branches of 
the employees’ ifnions in favor of the 
walkout. 
It places responsibility for the strike 
vote directly on the railway executives 
and says that, In view of the strike 
m ajorities, there rem ains nothing for 
the executive board of the unions to 
do except sanction the w alkout—unless 
prevented by immediate action of the 
rail chiefs forestalling this move. 
“Nothing now,” reads a portion of 
the message, “remains to halt this ac­ 
tion except the power vested in na­ 
tional spokesmen for the executives of 
the railways and their employees. If 
the railway executives desire, they can 
confer a great benefit on the carriers, 
the employees and the general public. 
“If, however, the executives of the 
roads ignore this request, we have no 
other course open to us other than 
sanction of the sentiment displayed by 
the members of our unions.” 
W ants Orders Rescinded. 
W ashington, June 28.—Representa­ 
tive Burke of Pennsylvania introduced 
a resolution irU the house asking con­ 
gress to order the United States rail­ 
road labor board to rescind its various 
orders for reduction of railroad wages 
effective July I. 


Police Fire Into Crowd Which Refused 
to Disperse— Finns Watch for 
Rathenau Assassins. 


Berlin, June 28.—One man is report­ 
ed to have been killed and ten others 
wounded in disturbances which fol­ 
lowed a big demonstration in Ham­ 
burg last night over the assassination 
of Doctor Rathenau, foreign minister. 
While the crowds were dispersing 
they found fully armed police stand­ 
ing at strategic 
points, and 
under­ 
stood to be under orders to shoot any­ 
one who loitered. 
The disturbances 
followed, and at one point where the 
dem onstrators refused to move, the 
police fired. 
Four departm ental chiefs and 200 
inspectors are devoting their energies 
to following clues to the whereabouts 
of the assassins of Doctor Rathenau, 
while flying squads are scouring the 
whole country. 
The government has requested the 
authorities at Helsingfors, Finland, to 
detain three men who sailed on the 
steamship Rugen at Stettin, represent­ 
ing themselves as English sailors. This 
was an avenue of escape open to the 
assassin, one theory being th at they 
reached Staaken, near Spandau, west 
of Berlin, a half-hour after the m urder 
and there found an airplane which 
took them to the Baltic port.
